Ja pa n ’s 
Retrospect and Prospect.' 
Te traced the difference between 
China and Japan , carefully showing 
that the former co untry has vast lim­ 
itless expanses of territory undevel­ 
oped and un cared for while 
apan 
was now crowded an d each year get­ 
ting in to a tighter position. 
Years ago, he said. Japan was look­ 
ed upon by civilized n ations as a sort 
of inferior kind of people. This, he 
said, aroused her so that -he began 
to study the methods of the western 
people. Their style of living, their 
warfare and their business all came 
within the ran ge of Japan ese in quiry 
and earn est direct study. The social 
system, the political game and every­ 
thin g known to life in the 
bigger 
coun tries was the subject of Japan ­ 
ese study. 
W ar Bring s R eco g nitio n. 
The war with Russia gave her a | 
’position in the world and she spran g j 
from insignificance to a power From 
weak nation to a strong, with a 
single bound, as it were. Mr. lyen ­ 
aga said that the women of Japan 
had more to do with the advan cemen t 
of literature than the men. 
They j 
it was who did the greater r art of 
literary study and who shone greater 
than the men in this line of educa­ 
tion. The men rather, studied war 
and business. 
He said the men did 
not have to work from morning mt.il 
night and had much more time for 
recreation which gradually brought 
about a bettermen t of their ; n istic 
and literary status. 
Terms of Treaty. 
Japan , he said, was not a bit sat­ 
isfied with the recent treaty 
made 
with Russia. It left the Slavs alto­ 
gether too much territory. Again not 
enough indemn ity was exacted 
for 
the damage done to Japan ese trade 
and life. 
The speaker said the Vnited States 
president and the mikado were the 
two adm irals who held s’way over 
the Pacific ocean. 
En glan d comes 
next, for she has too many 
other 
seas to watch over. 
Now at IV aee. 
Japan is now' at peace for a long 
time. The national debt in curred by 
the war is $779 .000,000. Japan gain ­ 
ed the protectorate of Korea without 
question . She put a stop to the 
Russian extension of territory and 
aio^ a position amon g the n ation s 
of the earth. 
In concluding, he said the Jap­ 
anese were not as good in business 
as were the people of other n ation s 
for the reason that business had not 
been their ideal in many centuries. 
They were now coming to a 
point, 
where the m erchan t will be looked 
upon as one of the pillar* of the is­ 
land empire.
